BEIRUT (UPI). — Beirut's second 
major bomb explosion in less t han 24 ' 
hours yesterday demolished a park- 
ed automobile In a crowded water- 
front residential area, witnesses 
said. 

The explosion occurred in the Ain 
Mreisseh district of the capital, close 
to the headquarters of several leftist 
political factions. ' 

Police said there were no im- 
mediate reports of injuries. . 

The explosion followed a bomb at- 
tack on Saturday on the liome of a 
prominent liberal Moslem attorney 
in central Beirut. The lawyer's eight- 
year-old daughter was ldlled when 
thrown to the pavement by the farce 
of the explosion. 

- Police sources said there was no 
immediate Indication of the motive, 
or the people behind yesterday's 


bomb attack.

' Despite repeated exhortations by 
speakers, only a few scattered 
responses could be heard when the 
throng was urged to raise its voice in 
a cheer of “Heydad Ha’Hlstadnxt, 
Heydad HaTBstadrut!’* (“Hurrah 
the Kstadrutl").

Convicted gunrunner Hllarion 
Capucci, the Greek Catholic 
archbishop who brought in the ex- 
plosives used to kill several dozen 
Israeli civilians in Arab terrorist at- 
tacks, was flown oft to Rome yester- 
day. 

The Syrian-born archbishop was 
driven from jail to the airport and 
expelled from the country yesterday 
after President Katxlr, acceding to a 
Vatiean request for clemenfcy, 
reduced Capucci ’a original 12-year 
sentence to the three years he had 
already served. 

In his reply to the Pope’s latest 
letter, of October SI, President Kat- 
zlr said he was relying on Pope 
Paul's assurance that Capucci’a 
release would not be detrimental to 
Israel. (For text of letter see page 2.) 

At 0 p.m., an hour after Capuccl’s 
Alitalia flight took to the air, there 
were reports that 1,000 Arabs were 
waiting at Rome airport to welcome 
him and transmit greetings from 
terrorist leader Yasser Ararat. 

, (Air reported vtapucci'k afri -al in 
Rome last night, noting ho waa 
greeted at the airport by "Palesti- 
nian officials.”) 

Capucci, who changed his name 
from Kabodji, waa born 56 years ago 
in Aleppo, Syria, where he belonged 
in his youth to the Ba’ath Arab 
nationalist movement. In I960 he 
was named to head the small (5.000 
member) Melchlte Christian sect in 
Jerusalem and the West Bank, and 
after 1907 he enjoyed the privilege

Israel won't follow U.S. out of ILO

The Cabinet decided yesterday 
that Israel will not leave the Inter- 
national Labour Organization (ILO) 
in toe wake of the U.S. withdrawal 
from the organization. 

Israel was advised to stay in the 
world body by the U.S. government, 
as well as the American Labour 
Federation AFL-CIO, Cabinet 
Secretary Aryeh Naor said yester- 
day. The Hlstadrut and the Israel 
Manufacturers Association, con- 
sulted by the Government, were also 
against Israel quitting. 

Naor said that under the ILO 


■charter, a member wishing to 
withdraw must give two years 
notice, as the U.S. did in 1975. Hence 
if Israel decided today to withdraw, 
it would In any case have to stay in 
the ILO until November 1979. 

.The U.S. can return to the ILO at 
any time if it so wishes, Naor said. 
Israel, once out. would be kept out by 
its many political foes whose policy 
is to squeeze this country out of all 
world bodies, he added. 

"There Is no reason why we should 
do our enemies a service," Naor 
said. "The UN is Just as hostile to us 
as the ILO, but nobody suggests we 
leave the UN."

At his trial in December, 1974, 
Capucci was convicted on all three 
counts — unlawfully transporting 
arms and explosives from Lebanon 
on three separate occasions; main- 
taining contact with leading 
members of the Fatah and Black 
September terror organizations 
(which gave him the code name "El- 
Haj") ; and performing services for 
an unlawful association. He was 
given 12 years, although the 
sentences could have totalled 59 
years. 

1 All through his trial Ci-puccl main- 
tained ills innocence. ~iilu-ough at one 
stage his lawyer said fc'fr had been 
'blackmailed Into serving the 
terrorists. However, newspaper 
reports at the time of the trial said he 
had cooperated with Investigators 
upon arrest and had revealed the 
names of key Fatah members on the 
West Bank. 

The archbishop had first aroused 
att en tion in April of 1974, when be 
reported the theft of a large sum — 
variously given at 625,900 to 6760,009

Port Mideast Attain Editor 
Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin plans to summon the 
Cabinet — probably this week — 
to a special comprehensive dis- 
cussion of the Middle East situa- 
tion as the December target date 
for reconvening the Geneva 
peace conference appears to be 
unreachable. 

Unofficial information received 
here Is that the neighbouring Arab 
states have in effect turned down the 
U.S. -Israel working paper setting 
the procedural outlines for resuming 
the conference next month. It will be 
exactly four weeks tomorrow since 
the Cabinet endorsed toe blueprint. 

The Arabs have so far failed to of- 
ficially respond to the document. 
Instead they have engaged in 
deliberations with both the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union — the co-chairmen of 
the Geneva forum — on poss'ble 
alternative blueprints. 

The Arabs have criticized the in- 
itial working paper for falling to 
elaborate on matters of substance, 
including the extent and timetable of 
Israeli pullback from territories the 
Arabs lost in the 2967 war. The Arabs 
further dismissed the paper for tail- 
ing to stress the right of the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip to self- 
determination. as well as “the right" 
of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLOl to be involved In 
any Palestinian representation at 
Geneva. 

So far, the Arabs have shown no 
readiness to 'compromise on those 
issues. However, the question of 
whether they would make 
procedural concessions prior to 
reconvening the conference appears 
to hinge on today’s talks between 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
and Jordan's King Hussein In Cairo. 
The two leaders have been coor- 
dinating their position with Syria 
and Saudi Arabia. 

In Jerusalem, Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan yesterday turned 


down Sadat's reported proposal to 
set up a preliminary working group 
to prepare a substantive agenda for 
Geneva. Offtctala in Cairo, 
meanwhile, reported that Egypt had 
not made such a proposal which was 
attributed to Sadat. 

Jerusalem sources quoted Dayan 
as saying that the U.S. -Is rael work- 
ing paper should remain the 
framework for forthcoming Middle 
East talks. The sources added that 
Sadat ought to respond to that 
blueprint rather than put forth new 
Ideas. 

The sources noted that Sadat's no- 
tion of setting up a working group 
conflicted with Be gin's Insistence 
that Israel and the Arabs should be 
negotiating their disputes In 
geographic and bilateral teams. The 
sources echoed a statement by a U.S. 
administration planner, by asserting 
that "if you con put together a 
(preliminary working group, you 
‘can put together the Geneva con- 
ference." 

The Cabinet, at Its weekly session 
yesterday, heard Dayan review the 
political situation. 

Besides the Arabs' stance towards 
Geneva, the Foreign Minister was 
understood to have touched on a 
proposal by U.S. National Security 
Adviser Zbigniew Brzezinskl, for on 
"autonomous, demilitarized West 
Bank" that would be politically at- 
tached to Jordan and economically 
open to Israel. 

But when asked whether the 
Brzezinskl plan was debated by the 
Cabinet. Begin told reporters outside 
his office: "No. but we reject It." 
The Prime Minister reiterated that 
under no circumstances would Israel 
allow the West Bank to be controlled 
by a " foreign rule." Sor would 
Israel accept any formula which 
contravenes her quest for co- 
existence there, he added. 

Dayan said that Brzezinskl should 
not be putting forward schemes "In 
the name of the Arabs,'* nor should 
he expect the Arabs to be more 
moderate than the Americana. 


Walter Mondale in TV interview: 

‘No Palestinian rights 
at expense of Israel’

WASHINGTON. — Vice-President 
Walter Mondale yesterday said that 
"the legitimate rights of the Palesti- 
nian people" will be defined during 
negotiations kt a reconvened Geneva 
peace conference. 

In an interview with NBC's "Meet 
the Press," Mondale maintained, 
however, that these “rights" will not 
be achieved at Israel's expense. 
“What these rights are will not be in 
derogation to Israel's rights," he 
said. 

Mondale said that It waa “impor- 
tant to observe" that the U.S. did dot 
accept the Soviet Union’s initial re- 
quest that the two superpowers 
recognize “the legitimate national 
rights" of the Palestinians. The dele- 
tion of the word "national," be ex- 
plained. waa "a very significant con- 
cession." 

The Vice-President said that the 
word "national" implied “an In- 
dependent state'' on the West 
iSank. "The President has Indicated 
that he would prefer that there be no 
such independent state there," Mon- 
dale said. 

Pressed to explain what the U.S. 
had in mind when It accepted the 
phrase "the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people, " In the October 2 
U.S.-Soviet statement on the Middle 
East, the Vice-President said: 

"I think what we are referring to is 
the long-festering and explosive 
problem of displeased Palestinians in 
that area that has been a source of 
concern ... controversy ... Indeed a 
source of war for many years. And 
what those rights actually mean, the 
President has been very clear to 
point out are not defined. They are to 
be defined in the process of dealing 
with the Palestinian issue at toe 
Geneva conference ." 

Mondale also said that the ques- 
tion of a Palestinian "homeland" 


will have to be negotiated at Geneva. 
"That's the reason for a Geneva con- 
ference — to explore how those 
issues will be resolved." 

He said that the U.S. Is not trying 
to negotiate a settlement. Rather, 
"We are trying ty get the parties 
together for Che purpose ci 
negotiations." 

He said the Administration's 
determination to resolve the three 
core Issues of the conflict — toe 
definition of peace, borders and toe 
Palestinian question — is consistent 
with UN Security Council Resolution 
242. "I think its a responsible 
posture," he said, adding that it was 
a "very rational and well un- 
derstood" description of the 
problem. 

The Vice-President asserted that 
Carter "has shown great courage" 
In dealing with the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict. "I think that any President who 
tries to step Into that highly ex- 
plosive area with a traditional, 
historical antagonism and fear and 
absence of rational dialogue is ask- 
ing for trouble." Mondale continued. 

“I think it's the kind of decision 
one makes out of the Interests of this 
nation and, more Important than 
that, out of the Interests of peace in 
the Middle East and peace in the 
world. It is very controversial, and 
we all know about it." 

Repeatedly, Mondale stressed the 
U.S. commitment to Israel. "He 
(Carter) Is totally committed to the 
security of Israel and of the other 
states,” he said. “But it takes a 
great deal of courage to step In the 
way he has to try to bring peace 
there." 

Mondale said he was very pleased 
by the response to Carter's speech at 
the World Jewish Congress last 
Wednesday night. "I was glad to see 
it was exceedingly well-received and 
senators such as Abe Ribicoff warm- 
ly endorsed it."

VIENNA. — Three Soviet dissidents 
arrived here yesterday after being 
forced out of their country and urged 
the West to continue efforts to save 
the Soviet civil rights movement 
from being destroyed. 

"I succeeded in reaching the free 
world not because of the generous at- 
titude of the Soviets, but as a result of 
efforts made in the West,” said 
Tatyana Khodorovicb, 55. the trustee 
of a fund set jip by writer Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn to aid imprisoned dis- 
sidents. 

Mrs. Khodorovicb was accent- 

{ ranted by Dina Kaminskaya. 56. a 
awyer who had defended Soviet dis- 
sidents in political trials in the late 
sixties, and by Mark Popovsky, 55. a 
writer, 

"The Soviets have destroyed my 
family," Mrs. Khodorovich said. 
"They also appear decided to destroy 
the entire Soviet human rights move- 
ment unless toe West continues ef- 
forts to save those is danger of end- 
ing up in prisons or labour camps.” 
Mrs. Khodorovich said she decided 
to leave the Soviet Union after KGS 
security police had warned her either 


to emigrate or face unspecified 
criminal charges. 

Meanwhile, in Moscow, dissidents 
announced new management for the 
Solzhenitsyn fund. 

The fund, which Is said to aid 
several hundred people a year, has 
been under increasing pressure from 
authorities. 

The new fund administrators will 
be Tatyana Khodorovich'a brother, 
Sergei Khodorovich. and Arina Ginz- 
burg, wife of imprisoned dissident 
Alexander Ginzburg. 

Ginzburg, a friend of Solzhenit- 
syn's, was the fund's first ad- 
ministrator after it was created 
when Solzhenitsyn was expelled in 
1974. 

Since Ginzburg's arrest last 
February 3, the fund has been ad- 
ministered by Mrs. Khodorovicb, by 
Malva Landa who Is now in internal 
exile and by Kronid Lubareky. who 
also was told to emigrate. 

Mrs. Ginzburg said she was aware 
of toe dangers in taking the Job, but 
fell she could not refuse toe respon- 
sibllity. 


Mrs. Ginzburg said that because of 
strict new customs tariffs, Solzhenit- 
syn is not currently sending money to 
toe fund, which has subsisted mostly 
on royalties from his books about 
Soviet prison camps. 

But she said it still has a backlog of 
funds with which to work, and that 1,- 
000 individual Soviet citizens have 
also contributed money. 

Sources In Tel Aviv have an- 
nounced that two Soviet aliya ac- 
tivists, Dimitri SInflenkov and 
Valery Soren. were recently arrested 
by the KGB and threatened with 
charges of such crimes as parasitism 
and anti-social behaviour. 

Slntlenkov. a physicist, was 
arrested in Sevastopol on October 20 
for failing to carry his personal 
documents, but was released after 15 
days' remand. Siniienkov bad recent- 
ly advertised himself as a Hebrew 
teacher. Soren was arrested in 
Moscow for being a "parasite," after 
having lost his Job three weeks 
before. Soren was also released, but 
was threatened with re-arre3t on a 
variety of charges.

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
yesterday took exception to the U.S- 
attitude towards Israel-South Africa 
relations.

"above board, on toe table and 
within the law." 

The Foreign Minister also 
emphasized that although Israel 
does not support apartheid and. has 


come out against it publicly. South 
Africa's internal policy Is her own af- 
fair and commercial relations have 
nothing to do with it.

The Cabinet yesterday named Its 
two representatives to a five- 
member elections committee for the 
chief rabbinate elections — ,thua ad- 
vancing by a step the delayed and 
controversial process that should 
end in nine more months. 

The nominees, who were 
recommended to the Government by 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzelra, are Micha Yanon — a 
lawyer who is known to support the 
National Religious Party — and 
Menahem Yedid — a former Likud 
MK and party whip who is a good 
friend of Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin. 

The Chief Rabbinate Council — 
which, according to charges by 
Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadia Yosef, 
is controlled by Ashkenazi Chief 
Rabbi Sblomo Goren — previously 
named Its two candidates: Rabbi 
Tzefania Drorl, the chief rabbi of 
Klryat Shmona, and Rabbi Ezra 
Hadaya, a day an in the Haifa Rab- 
binlcal Court. 

The Cabinet expressed its "hope” 
that the four members would appoint 
a chairman who is a Supreme Court 
justice or who formerly served in 


that post — a stipulation that was 
requested by Rabbi Yosef in order to 
ensure its "impartiality and 
fairness.'* 

According to rumours, the most 
likely candidate for the chair- 
manship Is former Supreme Court . 
Justice Yitzhak Ulster. The com- 
mittee must select a 150-member 
electoral college. 

A few weeks ago, the Knesset ex- 
tended the five-year terms of Rabbis 
Goren and Yosef on the same day 
that they were due to expire. The bill 
stated that the whole election 
process must be completed within 
nine months.

The cargo price war between El A1 
and CAL seems to have reached a 
new intensity, since the national air- 
line has been doing everything possi- 
ble in the last four months to reduce 
rates and entice customers away 
from CAL. 

According to reliable sources, El 
A1 has been charging customers the 
full rate at the point of loading, but 
upon arrival of the goods its shippers 
get a reduced invoice — at a rate 
competitive with that of CAL. The 
difference is charged to an 
anonymous body called the 
"Institute of Exports" — apparently 
a department of El Al. 

At the same time, El Al sends the 
customs authorities a statement 
which contains the true cargo rate, 
rather than that of the original bill of 
lading, and the customs authorities 
then calculate import duties and 
other charges on the basis of the 


reduced rate. The Jerusalem Post 
was told that the competition 
between El Al and CAL Is so severe 
that the former has recently been un- 
dercutting the latter’s rate and has 
even offered air-cargo rates that are 
cheaper than sea transport. Accor- 
ding to the sources, there Is in fact no 
fixed cargo rate, and hard 
bargainers can get cheaper rates. 

The El Al spokesman, Arnold 
Sherman, denied that El Al Is keep- 
ing two sets of accounts and said that 
the company is carrying cargo at the 
full normal rates, except when the 
government has a special interest in 
lower rates. In these cases, which 
apply only to industrial products, a 
special commodity rate is set. 

Sherman also said that in certain 
cases it may be that EH Al is Initially 
charging its customers for only part 
of the cargo, the rest to be paid later, 
according to an agreed payment 
arrangement

Peres denies plan

Shatta jail petition

Nineteen Arab lawyers and other

served as managing director tor the 
past 10 years. He met yesterday with 
all levels of management and asked 
them to give his successor every sup- 
port and cooperation. 

Hod's appointment marks the end 
of the bitter battle between El Al and 
the cargo airline Cal which he set up 
last year. Despite Ell Al's opposition, 
the government had granted Hod a 
licence to set up his company In con- 
junction with the agricultural 
producers. The national carrier had 
insisted that it could offer a lower 
price.. 

It Is undisputed that prior to the es- 
tablishment of Cal, farmers were be- 
ing charged about $700 a ton for the 
export of their produce. CAL manag- 
ed to faring the price down to $250 a 
ton, thanks mainly to its success in 
filling Its planes on their return 
flights. 

There was considerable argument 
about the actual profitability of CAL. 
A company spokesman admitted to 
me last week that It had "an excess 
of $700,000 in costs over income in the. 
first eight months of operation." El- 
Al said two weeks ago that CAL had 
accumulated ILl3.5m. in delinquent' 
debts on the lease of planes from the 


national carrier. (CAL has no planes 
of its own.) 

However, this struggle will now 
become history. It Is expected that 
El Al will take over the 49-per-cent 
share of CAL held by Hod Ms 
associates. The farmers are likely to 
retain their share in CAL. 


There Is considerable fear that 
CAL will now cease its independent 
competitive operations. However, 
Hod told The Post yesterday that 
CAL will continue to operate and 
that its objectives of lowering cargo 
rates will remain unchanged. 


(CAL was recently granted a 
three- month extension of its licence 
while the Transport Ministry and 
other bodies study its possible future 
development, including Its applica- 
tion for permission to buy its own 
cargo jets.]

Ehrlich said that the public had 
behaved maturely and had 
demonstrated confidence in the 
Government by the purchases of 
bonds and sales of foreign currency. 

. All Cabinet members participated 
in -the discussion, of the economic 
reform, which took up the major 
part of the meeting. Ehrlich also 
said that organized and forced 
'demonstrations would not deter the 
Government from Its coarse and that 
it would not bow to pressure. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
said that the country is engaged in a 
struggle tor its economic future and 
for democracy. The economic 
policy, he said, la a daring effort to ' 
restore the economy to health, and 
that the Alignment is trying to bring 
down the Government by extra- 
parliamentary means, since it 


knows it cannot muster a vote of no 
. confidence in the Knesset. 

While the Cabinet meeting was go- 
ing on, there was a demonstration of 
workers in front of the Prime 
Minister’s Office, and the Cabinet 
members could hear their protests. 

The Bank of Israel yesterday said 
that while the purchases of govern- 
ment bonds had absorbed cash from 
the public, the Bales of foreign 
currency' had the opposite effect. 
First estimates show that in October 
the total absorption, of cash from the 
public was n-l.ab.. with another 
IL400m. having been absorbed In the 
first week of the economic reform. 
The foreign currency reserves of the 
central bank at the end of October 
were $i.232b., $6m_ more than at the 
end of September. 

Yesterday there were no transac- 
tions In foreign currency between 
the Bank of Israel and the commer- 
cial banks, because the International 
currency exchanges, are closed on 
Sundays. Activity In the banks was 
at a rather low level, and large tran- 
sactions were carried out at today's 
rate. The Bank of Israel published no 
representative exchange rates 
yesterday.

The Bank of Israel is preparing to 
issue a XL5 coin next year, since the 
fall in the value of the currency has 
led to increased use of the .mi- 
banknote and shortened its life con- 
siderably. 

Two years ago, the average life of 
a LL5 note was more than a year. 
While now it lasts only eight or nine 
months before it wears out. At the 
same time, the cost of printing 
banknotes has gone up from the 
previous price of 50 agorot. By com- 
parison, the minting of a TLS coin 
costs 70 agorot, but lasts almost in- 
definitely — aside from the erosion 
by inflation. 

Shxnue! Aviezer of the Bank of 
Israel told The Jerusalem Post that 
the new coin will be bigger than the 
IL1 coin. The bank has taken Into ac- 
count future uses In vending 
machines and has determined the 
size and weight with this in mind. He 


also pointed out that In Europe and 
the U.S. coins, are used for values 
higher than IL5, such as the DM5 
coin, Swiss Fr5 and Swiss Frio coins, 
$1 coin and others. 

It was also learned that the Bank of 
Israel plans to issue a IL1.000 
banknote. It is not yet decided whose 
portrait, if any, will appear on that 
note- Rumour has it that It will be 
Ze’ev Jabotinsky.

The contractor was dismissed in 
1976, after more than five years of 
work. Atarim ended np' paying him 
2L9.6m., instead of the IL&.Snz- in- 
itially agreed upon bi the contract. 
The contractor is, furthermore, su- 
ing the company tor another XL3.8m. 
which' he says is owing to hint. 

The Comptroller places the blame 
for the situation squarely on Atarim. 
Measures against the contractor, he 
argues, should have, been taken 
much earlier — as soon as the. first 
delays started appearing in the 
reports received by the com pany 
from its own building supervisors. 

The Comptroller calls attention to. 
the fact that by mld-1977 many of the 
businesses purchased by private in- 
vestors in Kikar Atarim were not 
open, even, though the b uyer s took 
possession of them over two years 
ago. He reports that Atarim had- con- 
sidered & contractual clau se obl iging 
Investors to open up their buataesaes 
as soon as the premises were handed 
over to them, but the clause was 
finally dropped. The Comptroller 
feels that opening 1 the businesses 
would have infused more life into the 
piazza. The Atarim company, he 
suggests, should make the full opera- 
tion of the project one of its chief 
goals. 

(This summer, the board of direc- 
tors decided to investigate why so 
many businesses were still dosed. 
The investigation Is still underway.) 

The Comptroller also takes Atarim 
to task tor the fact that the yachting 
marina It had built near Klkar Namir 
was operated between 1979 to 1976 
without a valid contract. While the 
matter was being battled out in 
court, the company hi id ho effective 
supervision over the marina. , 

During that period complaints had 
been received of inadequate services 
and lack of facilities. In July 1976 a 
yacht caught fire .and was totally 
destroyed. A Transport Ministry in- 
vestigation found that the. fire was 
caused by the failure to mark an 
obstacle in the harbour. Lack of fire- 
fighting equipment and' lack of 
knowledge about how to deal with 
marine blazes were also noted.

U.S. ■He befng planned by the 
Hadassah-Wizo Organization of 
Canada, which will convene its 27th 
biennial convention in Jerusalem 
tom o rrow night. 

The scholarship programme, ex- 
pected to be approved by the 600 con- 
vention delegates this week, is 
meant to provide research jobs la 
Israeli institutions to qualified but 
unemployed persona who would 
otherwise be wooed away by foreign 
universities, said Clara Belinsky, 
the organization's national presi- 
dent, at a preps conference iu 
Jerusalem yesterday. The 
programme would also be aimed at 
encouraging young Jewish 
Canadians to study and work In 
Israel. The size of the fund has not 
yet bed£ decided. 

Another idea that will be brought 


to the delegates for approval Is the 
rehabilitation and development of 
Tel Aviv'S Beit Hatanach (former 
Tel Aviv Museum) —-'where Israel's 
Declaration of Independence was 
signed — into an “Independence Hall 
Museum" based on the model of the 
one in Philadelphia where the 
American declaration was signed 
201 years ago. 

The message of Israel’s Declara- 
tion of Independence has not been 
impressed sufficiently either on 
Israelis or Diaspora Jews, Mrs. 
Bolins ky asserted. With the addition 
of historical memorabilia, tapes of 
David Ben-Gurlon's voice -and other 
effects, she said. It could become a 
prime tourist and visitor attraction.

WASHINGTON (AP). — Three U.S. 
government investigations over the 
past 11 years failed to uncover 
evidence that bomb-grade uranium 
from an American company was 
smuggled to Israel, according to 
newly released documents. 

The three investigations focused 
oh the loss of ^bout 100 kilos of 
uranium from the Nuclear Materials 
fcnil Equipment Corporation 
(Nuraec) in Apollo, Pennsylvania, in 
ithe early 1960s and suspicions that 
the nucllfir fuel was shipped to 
Israel.' 

. Much of the suspicion, centred on 
Zalman Shapiro/ the plant's owner 
who had "very close ties with 
Israel,” the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation said, according to 
documents on- the agency's 1968 in- 
vestigation.

“It cannot be said unequivocally 
that theft or diversion has not .taken 
place, "but the most probable ‘ex-

Family held in

A mother, Iter two sons and her

Two other sons, David and Moshe 
Duga of Maoz Zion near Jerusalem, 
have already been ordered held until 
the end of their trials for alleged ex- 
tortion and Intimidation. The key 
witnesses in their trial, Shmuel Haft- 
zadi and Menashe Darwish, were 
two victims of a "reign of terror" by 
the Duga family in Maoz Zion, accor- 
ding to the charge sheet.

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Eban: Total peace accord unrealistic now

LONDON. — A suggestion that the 
quest for on overall peace settlement 
In the Middle East might be un- 
realistic was mode here by former 
Foreign Minister Abba ISban on 
Saturday. 

Speaking at the .opening session of 
the British Zionist Federation bien- 
nial conference, Ebon asked: “Is it 
really feasible to make a sharp 
transition from total deadlock to 
total peace? The most moderate 
Israelis ask with justification for 
total peace and partial withdrawal. 
The most moderate Arabs want total 
withdrawal and total peace. Partial 
peace and partial withdrawal may 


be more symmetrical and feasible In 
the first place, after which the 
remaining areas of discord could be 
treated in an atmosphere of enhan- 
ced confidence arising from an in- 
. terim accord." He appealed to the 
U.S. and Western Europe to support 
those Israelis who favour partial 
withdrawal. 

“We are not going to see our 
capital Jerusalem divided again, 
we're not going to have the night- 
mare of Syrian troops looking on 
Israel from Golan, we are not going 
to have Israel’s jugular vein at 
S harm. el Sheikh in Egyptian hands 
again,” Ebon declared. 

As for the Arabs, he said, it was 
now time for them to “make some 


contribution to the solution of the 
problems that obstruct toe conven- 
ing of the Geneva conference."' 
There was nothing in the American 
“working paper" that prejudiced 
any legitimate Arab Interest, yet 
several weeks had elapsed without 
any positive Arab response, he said.

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S.A. ready to ‘force’ 
firms to produce arms 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). — South 
Africa la ready. if necessary, to force 
foreign and local companies to 
manufacture military supplies to 
counter the mandatory UN arms em- 
bargo, the minister of economic af- 
fairs was quoted as saying. 

In an interview with “The Sunday 
Times" of Johannesburg. Minister 
Chris Heunis said the Pretoria 
government has the power to invoke 
extreme measures to compel com- 
panies to fill in the gaps left by the 
embargo. 

The minister has that power under 
the National Supplies Procurement 
Act of 1970. “If forced to do so.” he 
•would apply the act, Heunis said. 

A key section of the act gives the 
minister the power — when 
necessary for the security of South 
Africa — to order “any person who Is 
capable of supplying, manufac- 
turing. producing, processing or 
treating any goods, or has the power 
to dispose of, or has In his possession 


or under his control any goods, or is 
the supplier to any service, to 
manufacture, produce, process or 
treat and to supply or deliver or sell 
It to the minister ..." 

This means. “The Times’ ' explain- 
ed. that if U.S. companies obey the 
embargo and refuse to supply South 
Africa with essential war equip- 
ment. their subsidiaries in South 
Africa could be among those local 
companies compelled to produce the 
supplies. Failure to comply can also 
lead to a fine of 2,000 rands (IL35,- 
000) and two years in prison. 

However, Heunis stressed he 
would only invoke the act If forced, 
as It was not In South Africa's beat 
Interests to specify goods which 
might be affected by the arms em- 
bargo. 

He pointed out that South African 
subsidiaries of overseas firms were 
considered local companies and sub- 
ject to local regulations.

SALISBURY- — Prime Minister Ian 
Smith yesterday huddled with 
British Field Marshal Lord Carver, 
to whom be is to surrender power 
prior to majority rule, but they failed 
to agree on the crucial military and 
constitutional aspects of the Anglo- 
American plan to end the five-year- 
old Rhodesian guerrilla war. 

Before leaving for neighbouring 
Botswana, Carver broke his silence 
on the delicate talks be bad there and 
in Tanzania. He admitted that a gulf 
remains between Rhodesian leaders 
and black nationalists over the fun- 
damental provisions of the Anglo- 
American blueprint. 

Asked If his and Smith's view- 
points were any closer following 
their hour and 40 minute meeting. 
Carver replied, “No, but I think we 
understand ourselves a good deal 


better." 

Carver said he expected to hold 
more talks with all parties after 
reporting to British Foreign 
Secretary David Owen. "I’m cer- 
tainly not going home discouraged," 
he said. 

Carter reviewed a week that In- 
cluded talks in Dar es Salaam with 
the leaders of the Patriotic Front, 
which controls most black 
nationalist guerrillas, and en- 
counters here with Rhodesia-based 
nationalists, military chiefs and 
government leaders. 

The Anglo-American plan 
provides tor the creation of a "Zim- 
babwe national army" that “will be 
based on the liberation forces." But 
“will also include acceptable 
elements of the Rhodesian forces."

33 die as U.S. dam collapses 


TOCCOA. Georgia (AP). — Thirty- 
three persons were killed yesterday 
when a dam in northeast Georgia 
burst, and authorities said the death 
toll was expected to rise. 

“They are still bringing out more 
bodies,” a dispatcher for the Toccoa 
police department said. At least 84 
persons were injured when a dam 
over Kelley Barnes Lake north of 
here burst and spilled over Toccoa 
Falla and went down into a valley 


near Toccoa Falls Bible College. 

Authorities said many of the dead 
were students and adults who lived 
near the college in a* trailer park 
which was inundated by floodwaters 
which cascaded into a break already' 
swollen by heavy rainfall. 

Cars and houses were ' washed 
away down the stream as the lake 
overflowed its boundaries, and 
police said they could hear the 
screams of people pleading for help. 


PARIS fUPI). — Quebec Premier 
Rene Levesque left yesterday for 
Montreal after an official three-day 
visit, seen off by the French govern- 
ment with still another rare gesture. 

French Premier Raymond Barre 
not only bid farewell to Levesque In 
the honour salon of Orly Airport, but 
Barre went to the Hotel Crillon to 
fetch Levesque and take him to the 
airport. 

Canadian Ambassador Gerard 
Pelletier said on Saturday that the 
Ottawa government would carefully 
assess the warm reception and 
honours given to Levesque and 
decide if they were different from 
those given other Canadian province 
premiers. 

Levesque's unprecedented recep- 
tion in Paris, according to many 
observers, underscored France's ap- 
parent commitment to an 
autonomous French province in 
Canada, a point of view articulated 
years ago by the late Gen. de Gaulle. 


BELGRADE (AP). — Tension 
mounted yesterday in the Ethiopian 
capital amid reports of anti- 
government forces engaged In skir- 
mishes there with troops of the 
military government. 

The Yugoslav news agency Tanjug 
reported from Addis Ababa that 
shots were heard in the daytime 
after earlier reports of street battles 
at night. It said the gunshots were 
evidence of attacks by “counter- 
revolutionaries" or “anarchists." 

Meanwhile, the Ethiopian regime 
has released about 000 political 
prisoners from jails in the coun- 
tryside after they pledged loyalty to 
the government, the agency said. 

The Ethiopian hews organizations, 
which last week had reduced 
coverage of the war against invading 
Somali-backed forces, reported on 
Saturday that Ethiopian popular 
militia units bad captured arms and 
ammunition near Augnder, Tanjug 
said. 


Musician Guy Lombardo dies

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HOUSTON, Texas (Reuter). — 
Bandleader Guy Lombardo died 
here on Saturday night of com- 
plications following heart surgery. 
He was 75. 

For decades an American institu- 
tion with his gusty, televised rendi- 
tion of “Auld Lang Syne” at the 
stroke of midnight on New Year’s 
Eve, he made a trademark of 
mellow, ballroom swing. 

As new sounds came ami went his 
orchestra, the Royal Canadians, 
always found a market for a brand of 
music that spoke of moonlit nights, 
romance and love. Their records 
-sold more than 100 million copies. 

A spokesman at Methodist 
Hospital said the death of Lombardo, 
who suffered lung and kidney 
ailments after major arterial anr- 
gery in September, “was a tragic oc- 
currence, completely unexpected." 

Lombardo had been under the care 
of famed heart surgeon Dr. Michael 
Debakey. 

Lombardo, who entitled his 
autobiography “The Sweetest Music 
This Side of Heaven." kept up a cons- 
tant round of hotel and theatre 
appearances. 

He began his climb to prominence 
in 1924 when he made his first radio 
broadcast of the smooth, dance band 
music that he never changed for the

— Rene Goscinny, 
creator of the French comic strip 
character Asterix the Gaul, died 
here Saturday of a heart attack at 
the age of 81. 

His wife said Gosdnny suffered 
the attack while exercising on a 
stationary bicycle during a routine 
heart checkup at a Paris clinic. 

Goscinny began writing the 
French-language acrlpts for the 
Asterix series in 1959. The 
characters of Asterix and his friend 
Obellx, who waged perpetual war 
against the Roman occupiers of 
Gaul, were Illustrated by Albert 
Uderzo. 


The texts have been translated 
into dozens of languages and his 
comic albums were reported to have 
sold IB million copies worldwide. 

Goscinny also wrote scripts for' 
another comic strip success, the 
Lucky Luke cowboy series. 

Goscinny was bora In Paris in 1920. ■ 
His parents went to Argentina in 192s 
where he lived until he was 19. After 
military serrice in France he went to 
New York in 1949 and worked In 
advertising. 

He returned to Paris In the mld- 
1900 b and developed the s c ript s for 
Ida comic heroes.

appendix — is that it gradually 
grows smaller, actually shrivelling 
up, until the age of puberty (about 
the age of 12-14) when it stops func- 
tioning entirely. Until then, It ia in- 
strumental ' in producing what are 
called “T” cells which are one of the 
body’s important -disease fighting 
mechanisms. . 

What Is of interest here is that 

there is a direct correlation, at least 
in time, of the death of the thymus, 
and the growth of the incidence' of 
cancer. 

Although there are cancers among 
the very young, and the young, 
cancer is primarily a disease.of mid- 
dle and old age. In short, as the 
thymus loses its power to produce 
THF. cancers begin to proliferate in 
the human body, until they reach 
their peak incidence In old age. At \ 
present, about twenty per. cent of all 
deaths are due to cancers of one type 
or another. 

“I have a theory,” says Prof. 
Trainin, "that perhaps the thymus 
not only fights cancer, but tt ' also 
may cause cancer to develop. 
Mature T-cells fight Cancer; but Im-

mature T-cells, which never grow 
up, since the power of the thymus 
gradually dwindles, might have the 
reverse effect.” 

HIS HYPOTHESIS Indicates that 
Immature "T-ceUs" are like many 
young people — anti-establishment, 
with the establishment in this case 
being the normal cells of the body; 
hut if these young cells grow up, un- 
der the influence of the thymus, they 
become conservative and fight to 
preserve the establishment. 

TWO OTHER things are interesting 
about his work.

Since the mid-1960s, estrogens 
have been widely used by American 
women to counteract the effects of 
menopause. And, although no one 
knows for certain why the incidence 
of endometrial cancer Is higher in 
more affluent areas, it is assumed 
ithat for a variety of sociological 
reasons; there is greater use of es- 
trogens by women in higher, income 
and educational brackets. 

Another study two years ago in- 
dicated that women taking estrogens 
to relieve, post-menopausal symp- 
toms have a five to 14 times greater 
chance of developing cancer ot the 
endometrium than women who do 
not take them. It was one of several 
in recent years showing a statistical- 
ly greater risk of developing .en- 
dometrial cancer for women taking- 


estrogens for post-menopausal 
symptoms. 

Since the Los Angeles study, the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) has said it will act to better 
inform physicians and the public 
about the risks and benefits of taking 
estrogens. The most commonly 
prescribed drug for post- 
menopausal complaints is premarin. 

Beginning next month, the FDA 
intends to require that a special 
brochure on estrogens, written in 
laymen's language, be given to 
women each time the drug is 
prescribed. It will point out that es- 
trogens are associated with cancer 
of the uterus when used for extended 
periods of time. 

However, the Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers Association and the 
American College of Obstetricians 
and Gynaecologists have asked the 


FDA to postpone distribution of the 
pamphlets. 

j The pharmaceutical manufac- 
turers are seeking a court order to 
permanently halt the distribution. 
Both they and the physicians' group 
maintain that the FDA does not have 
the legal authority to order distribu- 
tion of the pamphlets. Additionally, 
the physicians’ group believes that the 
pamphlet will Interfere with the 
;doctor- patient relationship.

' otherwise. But 15 years ago it “went 
public," welcoming volunteers, until 
today it cos mobilize upward of 40,- 
000 persons (about 85,000 ore Ugh 
school students) for its “knock on 
every door” campaign; throughout 
most of the year, it is supported by 
several hundred (unpaid) 
volunteers. 

"We have already given 'seed 
money' to support more than 280 
research projects." says Ur. John 
Furman, Chairman of ICA. "We 
don’t try to support entire projects, 
which may last years; we only try to 
get young researchers Interested, 
and we hope that they, and their in- 
stitutions, can raise enough money 
rto continue their projects." 

Furman points out that not only do 
the volunteers In Israel play a 
tremendous role in helping the ICA 
to fight cancer, but the situation is 
the same in two different ideological 
parts of the world. 

"In the U.S., with its unlimited 
resources, volunteers also have an . 
important function In raising I 
money; and the situation is the same 
in Yugoslavia, whose resources may 
be limited, but where the govern- 
ment allocates what it thfriiM is suf- 
ficient funds." 

BUT THE volunteers do much more 
than raise money. They give that 
moral and psychological support 
which helps the victims of cancer 
keep fighting, and their personal 
fight also helps them to help the doc- 
tors. 

The ICA is active bn many fronts 
besides research. Information Is 
one. Its anti-smoking campaign has 
been going on for years; and this 
year, it ia tackling the "sun 
worshippers” cult. 

“Too much sun causes cancer of 
the akin,” Furman says. “Surveys 
have shown that an Englishman liv- 
ing in England, which is not blessed 
with too much sunlight, has much 
less skin cancer than this 
Englishman’s colleague who goes to 
sunny Australia to settle. And the 
beaches of Israel are packed during 
the hot summer months, with 
Israelis who absorb much too much 
sun.”

A sensitivity to clean streets 


DIMONA Gershon Winer is 

probably the last person anyone 
would expect to find behind a desk at 
the Dimona municipality. A former 
rabbi with a doctorate in education, 
school administrator and professor, 
Canadian-born Winer lived for a long 
time in New York City before com- 
ing to Israel. He has been here now 
for seven years — and for the past 
eight months he has been serving as 
the town clerk of this predominantly 
Sephardi community. 

Caught up in the excitement of the 
Six Day War, Winer persuaded the 
“Jewish Daily Forward” to make 
him their "war correspondent." The 
war was over by the time he got 
here, but he still managed to scoop 
the "New York Times" on an impor- 
tant story. 

“At a midnight press conference 
at Refidim,” he says, "I asked the 
Israeli military spokesman about 
the water pipelines we had seen be- 
ing laid In the Sinai. His reply was 
'no comment,' which I interpreted as 
meaning ‘we’re here to stay* and 
reported it in this way to my paper," 
he says proudly about his fleeting 
journalistic career. 

After the 1967 visit. Winer decided 
to move to Israel with his family. As 
he was then dean of the Hersllya 
Jewish Teachers Seminary in New 
York, he could not simply pick up 
and leave, and the family came on 
aliya only In 1970. "Many of my 
friends were critical of my decision. 
They said that as Zionist leaders 
they had too many responsibilities 
and commitments to take off lor 
Israel. They actually made me feel 
like a traitor to the Zionist cause,” 
Winer says. 

Since 1970, Winer has served a a a 
professor of education at the 
American college in Jerusalem and 
as Secretary of the Hebrew 
Language Academy. But during the 
past year, the former rabbi began to 
feel frustrated — even considering a

"temporary return" to America. 
"We were having problems with our 
children's education, with Israeli 
bureaucracy and in the area of 
human relationships.” he *told me 
recently in his Dimona office. 

Winer then became Interested in 
volunteering as a way of making his 
contribution to the country. "I went 
to Tiberias four or five times trying 
to volunteer my services as a 
teacher. Each time the officials 
would greet me enthusiastically, but 
would keep passing me on to 
someone else. A close friend finally 
made me realize that I would have to 
accept a job on its own terms — with 
a salary — if I was going to achieve 
what I wanted," he said. That's 
when he saw a newspaper advertise- 
ment asking for candidates for the 
job of town clerk in Dimona. 

The American must surely have 
been one of the most unusual can- 
didates the Dimona town council 
ever interviewed for the position. 
Winer had none of the usual 
qualifications but told them that he 
had a "sensitivity to streets being 
clean, to schools functioning, to a 
welfare systenj operating, to police 
helping individuals and, In general, 
to creating an esprit de corps among 
the municipality's personnel.” He 
got the Job. though not immediately. 

Comparing his fellow Sephardi 
workers with the Ashkenazi ad- 
ministrators he worked with 
[previously In Jerusalem, the former 
professor says; "The Sephardim 
don't seem to have the inflexibility of 
the country's Ashkenazi establish- 
,'ment. Change may be difficult here 
but Innovation within the structure is 
comparatively easy. They may not 
accept my Ideas in full, but they are 
often ready to adapt them in 
Dimona,” he says. 


What has Winer accomplished 
since his arrival In this Negev 
development town? 

Any citizen with a problem Is in- 
vited to meet him and Winer tries to 
intercede on his behalf, sometimes 
cutting through procedures. A lee-, 
ture series has been established — 
and, an almost unbelievable 
achievement — the lecturers get 
paid on the spot without having to fill 
out cumbersome forms. 

He has started a Bible study 
group, which is attended by the 
mayor and the chief of police. He has 
volunteered to give part-time 
religious instruction In the local 
secular high school. He has even 
struck common ground with 
Dlmona’s Black Hebrew papulation 
and his door is open to their 
problems. 

Of course he has problems. What 
official In such a town doesn't? 
"There are hardly any new im- 
migrants coming to Dimona. yet 
there are three separate agencies 
here handling their problems. 
Medical services are Inadequate. 
There Is no X-ray equipment and a 
shocking shortage of doctors." When 
he suggested bringing volunteer doc- 
tors from abroad, the local ad- 
ministrators gave their approval — 
only to be turned down by their 
higher echelons In Tel Aviv. "But 
those,” he sighs, "are the 
frustrations of the job.” 

Winer is soon to leave on a lecture 
tour of the UJ3. His topic: "Living 
and working in a development 
town.” His message: "I've dis- 
covered that there are thing* that 
can be done, changed and improved 
in Israel. A desert development town 
Is fertile soil for finding satisfying 
activity. This Is a place where 
everyone can help to build a develop- 
ing society." 

In Gershon Winer's case, his ac- 
tions speak even louder than his 
words.

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Studies are mixed and so is the student body 

An understanding of students

'•THEY UNDERSTAND students 
bore," says Ephraim Benyamin of 
the Benzlon Monsenson Educational 
Vocational Training Centre In Hod 
Haabaron. 

Effie, as his friends call him, 
speaks with some authority. He Is 10 
and has been studying at the centre 
for three years. And this Is the third 
hoarding school he has attended. 

Effie Is one of 680 students in the 
vocational stream, which Includes 
courses In electronics, mechanics, 
and automobile mechanics. A 
relatively new department was 
started recently to train young girls 
as laboratory technicians for high 
schools. 

After five years of study, Effie will 
qualify as an electronics technician. 
Like others In the five-year 
programme, he Is being allowed to 
defer his Army service one year. 

The vocational stream Is a fairly 
new development. The school was 
established in 1941 as an agricultural 
college to absorb and train young 
Holocaust survivors brought here 
through Youth Aliya. La the early 
lQGOs, it switched over to vocational 
training. By 1957, it had become the 
high school ot Hod Haabaron and 
began to offer academic courses. To- 
day, it has about 170 pupils studying 
humanities, exact sciences and 
biological sciences. 


ABOUT HALE of the Centre's 700 
students live there In dormitories. 
The presence of the boarders and the 
variety of extra-curricular activities 
— ranging from drama to sports to 
folk -dancing — attract non-boarders 
and have turned the place into a 
genuine youth village. 

Many of the hoarders are still 
sponsored by Youth Aliya or the 
Ministry of Welfare. Some 70 of them 
are from Latin American countries 
within the Youth Aliya movement. 
They complete their nth and nth 
grades here, studying partly in 
Spanish. 

This approach has been so 
successful — nearly 05 per cent of 
the students settle In Israel — that 
the school Intends to Introduce a 
similar one In 1975 for Portuguese- 
speaking pupils from Brasil. 

NOGA BREDA. 15, is a 10th grader in 
the academic stream. A Hod 
Haabaron resident, she chose the 
Centre over other schools in the area 
because she found the attitude 
towards the pupils “freer.” 

Asked about the integration 
between Latin Americans and 
Israelis, between local students and 
boarders, between the poorer 
students and the better off ones, 
Noga said that it all depended on 
“who was with you in the class.” 
Otherwise, contact tended to be 


limited. 

Effie, however, said that he had 
friends among the boarders, in- 
cluding the Latin Americans, and 
among those who live In Hod 
Hasharon. 

According to the recently ap- 
pointed director, Mr. Shraga Mils- 
tein. the Centre provides a good ex- 
ample of integration between the 
different groups. He admitted that 
sometimes there are conflicts in life 
style, but be dismissed these as not 
very serious. Instructors and social 
workers help the students to deal 
with their conflicts when they arise. 

The school's annual budget 
amounts to ILiSm., Mr. MDstein 
said. The money comes from the 
Ministry of Education and from tui- 
tion fees. The boarding school is 
financed by Youth Aliya. 

Since 1968. the Hadass&h Wizo 
Organisation of Canada has been 
contributing funds to the school- In 
practical terms this means that 
Canadian Wizo helps with the 
development programme — new 
laboratories, buildings, and so on. 

Looking over the green lawns, the 
trees lining the paths that connect 
the various buildings, with 
youngsters from several countries 
milling around, one cannot but be 
impressed by the worthiness of the 
project.

Between Quebec’s 
two communities

MONTREAL. — With Quebec's new 
nationalism continuing to hammer 
away on behalf of French as the only 
official language of the province, 
and on behalf of the virtues of possi- 
ble separate statehood, Montreal's 
Jewish community seems caught in 
a Catch 22 circle. 

Going along with the francophone 
nationalist aspirations and 
manifestations raises apprehensions 
of future links with segments of the 
anglophone community who are 
mounting a furious battle to fight the 
separatist referendum. 

Not going along completely with 
those dedicated Quebecois who feel 
you're either “with us or against us” 
triggers fears on the part of the more 
timid Jewa of a backlash by 
nationalist extremists. 

Thus far, there has been not the 
slightest hint that any of these fears 
are valid. But as one man put It, 
“Even paranoics have enemies...”

TURNING to his newest film, 
"Audrey Rose,” which Is about rein- 
carnation, Wise disclosed that he 
almost didn’t make It. “Everyone 
had been riding the wave of the oc- 
cult and X was worried about com- 
parisons with ‘Exorcist,’ The 
Omen' and the others.'*. 


Welles never forgave the studio for 
taking the film away from him and 
re-editing it themselves. “But,* ' says 
Wise, "it was Just after the U.S. 
entered the war ia December 1841. 
The government asked Orson to go to 
Brazil on a goodwill mission. He was 
also doing a radio series and had 
begun to direct and play in ‘Journey 
into Fear.' So for the last six weeks

Id his more than three decades in 
Hollywood Wise has never been an 
“auteur” director. He has never 
developed a recognizable, per- 
sonalized cinematic style, like John 
Ford, Jean-Lue Goddard or Ingmar 
Bergman. Instead, he has tackled a 
multitude of subjects — westerns, 
science fiction, horror films, 
dramas, musicals — handling each 
in a different manner. Perhaps for 
that reason he doesn't have one 
favourite film, but seven — “The Set 
Up,” “The Body Snatcher,” “The 
Day the Earth Stood Still.” "I Want 
• to Live,” “SandPebblea/’ “Sound of— 
Music,” and "West Side Story." 

■ The one film Wise wishes he had 
never mode Is “Star,” featuring 
Julie Andrews. "Everyone who was 
working on It thought, at the time, 
that It would be a success," Wise 
recalled. “But it was a flop.”

This is how noted Anglo-Jewlsh 
novelist, poet and playwright 
Emanuel Liitvinoff assesses the 
situation of the Jews left behind the 
Iron Curtain. Lltvinoff is p ossi bly 
one of the most veteran of Western 
activists for Soviet Jewry. Over the 
past 20 years he h*n con tinuousl y 
published information on the condi- 
tion of Jews in the Soviet Bloc. His 
newsletters, quarterlies and 
monthlies have become an in- 
valuable source of material for 
anyone interested in the problem. 

On a recent visit to Israel, Liit- 
vinoff told the Post that, as the son of 
Ukrainian immigrants in London's 
East End, he could hardly avoid in- 
volvement with. Eastern Europe. 
“The Russian Revolution blew 
through our tenements East 
Europe became my little corner of 
Jewish history.” 

But now, he feels, we may he 
witnessing the last chapter in the 
history of Jews in that part of the 
world. “It is now inevitable that 
Jews will want to leave Russia, ex- 
cept for those who have, as it were, 
vested interests in the regime 
because of their jobs, because they 
are holding on to their security or 
because they are desperate to deny 
their Jewish identity. 

“The Jews have died in the Soviet 
Union, they have been martyred 
i there and have experienced a long 
history of anti-Semitism in Russia 
generally. And if at one time the 
Revolution held out hope for the 
future, these hopes have died for the 
Jews,” Litvinoff says. “If the Jews 
are going to confront the old anti- 
Semitism in a new form and 
vocabulary, they are not going to

growing hints. Weather conditions 
are still suitable for working out- 
doors, and there is still time this 
month to plant bulbs. Here are some 
more for you to chooSte isom: 

Iris firus in Hebrew) The name to 
the ancient Creeks symbolized the 
goddess of the rainbow (with 
reference to the varied colours of the 
flowers). Prom the writing of 
Dios corides in the early Christian 
era, we learn that the plant was .used 
to remove freckles. There are more 
than 100 classified species of iris, 
many of them wild. The moat pop- 
ular ones in Israel (all protected 
flowers) are the little dark-blue 
flowering iris reticulata (seen in spr- 
ing in the hills and valleys surroun- 
ding Jerusalem) ; the Nazareth iris 
with flowers in dark brownish-purple 
and the Gllboa iris with grey and 
purple finely striped tra.ga.nt 
flowers. 

Iris enthusiasts may know that Dr. 
Michael Avishai, responsible for the 
planting at the botanical gardens 
at the Hebrew University in • 
Jerusalem, has succeeded in grow- 
ing the largest collection of wild and 
cultivated irises in our country, in- 
cluding some rare specimens. This 
collection may be visited when in full 
flower in early spring. The most pop- 
ular of the cultivated kinds are the 
so-called German irises, distinguish- 
e d by rt rizomat ousTootsi (Aridzome- 
ia a thick fleshy underground stem 
that spreads by creeping} .^Por their 
“bearded" flowers, they are also 
called “bearded irises." This is a 
useful perennial border plant, , 
flowering In different colours (white, 
light-blue, lilac, dark purple and 
yellow). I 

The flower stem reaches a height ] 
of half a metre to a metre. The , 
beardless kinds include the j 
Japanese iris (flowering in many j 
colours, but not as tall as the Ger- ] 
man iris) - Irises are so important to 
everyday life in Japan that the ] 
Japanese have established a holiday ^ 
on which to enjoy the irises together ( 
with chrysanthemums. j 

Plant the rhizomes 20-26 cm. apart j 
in well-cultivated soil with good \ 
drainage, not deeper than 5 cm. so \ 
that all tuberous parts will be near i 


ANY MONET payable under a life in- 
surance policy, or by virtue of 
membership in a pension or benefit 
fund, will be regarded as part of the 
deceased’s taxable estate, unless It 
is specified in the insurance policy or 
pension fund agreement, that the 
money must be paid, upon death, to 
the deceased's spouse, children, 
grandchildren or parents, or to any 
person supported by the deceased 
during' his lifetime. 

A special problem is presented by 
joint banking accounts. If the bank- 
ing account is in the joint name of the 
husband and wife, then it is presum- 
ed to have belonged to them in equal 
shares, unless the surviving spouse 
can prove otherwise. The result Is 
that a husband who has opened a 
joint banking account with his wife, 
for reasons of expediency, and who 
was the only depositor of money in 
Mr account, will find. If Ms wife dies 
first, that half this account is ac- 
credited to her estate, despite the 
fact that she never contributed 
anything towards it. In such cir- 
cumstances, If he can prove that the 
partnership was really only a 
nominal one, he could perhaps 
succeed in rescuing his wife’s formal 
half of the account from the ten- 
tacles of the estate duty authorities. 

If the joint banking account is In 
the name of the deceased and any 
person other than his spouse (even if 
it be a child or parent), the whole 
banking account will be deemed to

accept it in the modem world." 

A close student of the Soviet 
Jewish scene since 1936, Lltvinoff is 
hard-put to find words harsh enough 
to describe the anti-Semitism In the 
USSR today. "Soviet society is 
becoming more anti-Semitic. Not 
only is there official anti-Semitism, 
but the USSR radiates this hate to 
other countries and poisons the at- 
mosphere internally. It Is as If every 
Jew to the Soviet Union is breathing 
this air of pollution.'’ 

Nevertheless, Lltvinoff confesses 
that he cannot explain this anti- 
Semitism. He can only observe that 
“the Soviets have embraced it as 
blatantly as did the Czarlat regime. 
This has. of course, ingratiated them 
with the Arabs but the venom has 
become more -and more In- 
discriminate and aimed at Jews at 
large. The crudest, most zoological 
tradition of anti-Semitism is 
resorted to." be reports. 

For want of any other explanation, 
Lltvinoff has come to believe that 
"anti-Semitism is something almost 
native to the soil of Eastern Europe, 

part of their mythology, the world of 

their childhood, part of the mist. 
Every newspaper and journal feels 
that it must contribute to this filth, 
as if irresistibly expressing 
something deep and profound within 
It.” 

But what shocks the British author 
most is “the relative indifference of 
the world at large — the shrugging of 
the shoulder. At one time, liberal 
world opinion would have been out- 
raged. Now the moral fibre must 
have become more callous and 
debased. Sensibilities have been 
coarsened. Maybe there is no In- 
dignation because the world has seen 
too much horror," he speculates. 

However, despite the Inherent 
anti-Semitism of Soviet society. L4J- 
vinoff believes that the Russians do 
not plan totally to crush the ally a 
movement. Unlike the democratic 
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Emanuel .Litvin off

dissident movement in the USSR, the 
Jews are not a threat to the Internal 
system “and have even come to 
serve a necessary function for the 
Soviets in their foreign policy. The 
attitude towards the Jews Is con- 
sciously used by the Soviets as a 
technique for signalling to the West. 
When they want to Indicate a more 
favourable climate for detente they 


will make concessions on the Jewish 
Issue; a tougher Soviet stand ex- 
presses itself In a harsher posture 
towards the Jews." 

His years of analysing the Soviet 
scene have now led Litvjnoff to 
believe that "by and large the Soviet 
Union Is prepared to regard the Jews 
as dispensable. Soviet society is In- 
imical to Jewish identity and if peo- 
ple insist on clinging to that identity, 
the Soviets are becoming more in- 
clined to sec them out than In. They 
no longer feel that the USSR cannot 
get on without its Jews. 

“Things have changed since the 
early years of the revolution when 
the Soviets had to have the Jews — 
the one educated element who could 
fill ail sorts of needs In society. Now 
the Russians, the Ukrainians and 
others have to a large extent 
supplied the needs of their intensely 
conservative, bureaucratic society. 
The only exceptions are the absolute- 
ly brilliant scientists working in 
fields regarded as valuable." 

During the two decades in which 
LitvjLnoft has been publicizing the 
cause of Soviet Jewry, there have 

been ups and downs in public in- 
terest. Now. he admits, there Is 
something of on abatement of in- 
terest, deriving partly from the lack 
of dramatic events in the USSR. 
“But mainly, it is quite inevitable. 
There are aJJ sorts of problems in 
this world of ours and people are 
bound to ask why there is all this talk 
about Soviet Jews. As with 
everything, there is a feeling that 
we've heard it all before." 

The “dropping-out” of Soviet Jews 
in Vienna further complicates the 
matter, “because when you explain 
the Jewish struggle in Russia as one 
waged for national identity, rights 
and heritage. It all takes on mean- 
ing. If it is just a matter of Jews 
wishing to live in the West, It 
becomes difficult to explain the 
difference between their case and 


that of Baptists or Ukrainians." 

Lltvinoff himself was not sur- 
prised by the drop-out phenomenon. 
“I expected it from the very begin- 
ning. These Jews were conditioned 
by Soviet society, which robbed 
them of their Jewishness and made 
their nationality into a badge of 
shame. 

For those concerned about the 
problem, Lltvinoff feels, “keeping 
Interest in it alive has still got to be a 
slow, patient, obstinate process of 
continuously pressing it on public 
opinion. 

Lltvinoff became a confirmed nud- 
nik back In i960 when he accom- 
panied his wife to Moscow with a 
fashion show. He took with him a 
message from Dr. Nahum Goldman 
to the then Chief Rabbi of Moscow. 
Not understanding why it should be 
so complicated for him to pass on 
that message. Litvinoff, as he puts It, 
“began to enter Kafka’s castle." 

Finally, breaking through cold 
war protocol, he decided to go to the 
sole synagogue still open In the 
Soviet capital, "thereby walking into 
the Jewish problem. The street out- 
side the synagogue was dense with 
derelict Jews in rags and tatters. 
The Chief Rabbi was surrounded by 

secret policemen and the at- 
mosphere was one of fear. 

After six weeks in the USSR, Lit- 
vinoff relumed “with a desperate 
feeling that something must be done 
so that the story of the 1930's would 
nol be repeated. Yet I found it hard 
to get even the Jewish community in- 
volved. Everyone thought I was ex- 
aggerating and overly-emotlonal. It 
was then." Lltvinoff confesses with 
a smile, "that people were beginning 
to hear about this idiot Lltvinoff, 
with a bug in his brain. 

“I am still one because I feel It's a 
duty. The question of Soviet Jewry is 
the second most Important contem- 
porary Jewish problem. The first Is 
the survival of Israel. Then come the 
Jews of the USSR, who after all are 
the direct survivors of catastrophic 
human destruction."

the surface and all roots covered 
with soil. Before planting reduce the 
length of the leaves and roots by half 
with a sharp knife or garden shears. 
Most Irises prefer a partly shaded 
and slightly moist place. The Dutch 
irises are similar in Flower to the 
rhizomatous kinds, but sell for a 
higher price. The striking 
"Wedgwood” variety — the most 
popular cultivated bulbous iris in 
Israel, blooms in brilliant light-blue 
in early spring. Set the bulbs 8-10 cm. 
deep and keep them 10-15 cm. apart. 

Irises may stay In the flower bed 
for 3-4 years. They will multiply and 
double in quantity from year to year. 
When they become overcrowded, lift 
and divide right after they bloom. 
Rhizomes may be cut with a sharp 
knife; the bulbous species can be 
thinned out only after all their leaves 
become yellow and completely dry. 
Bulbous Irises (available now in 
Israel In white, blue and yellow) are 
very useful as pot and balcony 
flowers. ' 

Corn lily fixia) The ancient Greek 
name meaning “bird lime" Is 
thought's? refer to flit julce’of'the' 
stems. Nobody uses- the. official 
English n£&i 'e In this country, but all 
professional gardeners and many 
amateurs are familiar .with the 
namebia. The little bulbs (pea-size t 
are best planted in flower pots or In 
rock-gardens. Plant always in 
groups of 10-15 for a good show. Ixia 
produces thin stems (20-80 cm. Jong) 
with clusters of bell-shaped small 
flowers In cream, yellow, white, 
pink, red, purple and orange. All 
have black centres. 

TiHnm (havatzele t In Hebrew) is 
known as ahoshan in the Bible 
where the name refers to many brightly 
coloured bulbous flowers such as 
iris, anemone, gladiolus, etc. and not 
for the lily flower. While the Latin 
word lilium Is taken from the Greek 
word lefron, Theophrastus used 
another word — krinon. He tells us

that leiron flowers in spring and 
krinon belongs to the summer. This 
is similar to the flowering season for 
the liliums in our country. Bulbs of 
lilium candidum. for instance, can 
be bought how and will flower in spr- 
ing. but other popular kinds like 
lilium regale, lilium figrinum and 
lilium martagon will be offered later 
at seed shops and will bloom in 
summer. (We shall describe them 
later). 

The lilium candidum, also called 
Madonna Lily, is native to Israel, 
Southern France, Corsica, the 
Balkans. Greece, Crete and Syria. 
Very similar specimens can be 
found wild in Persia, the Caucasus 
and Afghanistan. Lilium candidum 
bulbs found among the ruins of an- 
cient temples, religious houses and 
human habitations arc proof of the 
cultivation of these flowers in past 
times. Lily bulbs prefer rich loam, 
nearly always free of lime, with 
perfect drainage. Lilium candidum 
(beautiful, very fragrant white 
Dowers on a long stem > grow best in 


half-shade. Plant the bulbs 12-15 cm. 
deep and 20 cm. apart. When the 
stem grows higher, it has to be stak- 
ed for protection against wind. 

Buttercup ( rn'iun cuius aseiatinis, 
in Hebrew nouriil. The Latin 
name rana means frog. 
Ranunculus — (the trog plant) 
grows wild in damp places where 
frogs are found, it is one of the 
protected popular spring flowers in 
Israel and produces red cup-like and 
poppy-like flowers. Tubers of many 
varieties of ranunculi are being 
offered now : double and single kinds 
flowering in ever}’ shade and com- 
bination of colours, except yellow. 
The root Is a claw-like tuber to be 
planted with the Lip of the claw 
downward. Put the tubers In 
lukewarm water overnight before 
planting for earlier germination. 
Ranunculi reach a height of about 35- 
40 cm. and are also superb cut 
flowers. They do well in a sunny and 
damp location. 

Star of Bethlehem (omithogalum) 
The ancient Greek name derives 
from the words for “bird" and 
“milk" (association of those plants 
with white birds? i. This native to 
Israel and to the whole Levant needs 
the simplest treatment. It thrives in 
ordinary soil in full sunshine or par- 
tial shade. Its flowers are creamy- 
white with a dark green or black 
button-like centre. In some Arab 
villages the bulbs are collected, 
cleaned, cooked in syrup and used as 
sweets (m'labbes). 

Wood sorrel (oralis). The name 
derives from the Greek word axos — 
sour wine (for the sour taste of the 
leaves). Very little bulbs which ger- 
minate easily in every kind of soil in 
a well-drained sunny place. They are 
first class rockery flowers, which 
don’t need any special care. People 
often chew the piquant sour foliage, 
but this should not be done, because 
oxalic acid is poisonous. The kinds 
offered are either yellow or pink. 


Never accept bulbs of the yellow 
kind, because the yellow oxalla mul- 
tiplies so quickly that It may become 
a garden pest — like a dangerous 
weed, ar.d you will never get rid of It. 
(You have been warned!) But the 
pink oxalis with big, dark green, 
clover-like leaves is a very 
decorative plant for containers, pots 
and baskets. 

Wandflower. The Greek name 
s para six meaning thorn, is a 
reference to the thorn spathe, which 
is nothing more than the papery coat 
surrounding the bud. This is a bright 
little bulbous plant with white, 
yellowish or red, bell-shaped flowers 
with little black spots. Very suitable 
for balcony containers, rockeries or 
garden borders. Zts height is 25-20 
cm. The foliage Is spiked, like the 
leaves of little irises. It is also 
sometimes called dicrama, (the 
Greek word for tunnel) because of 
the shape of its flowers. 

Freesia. The origin of the name of 
this genus has been forgotten along 
with the person for whom It was 
probably named. We only know that 
it a native of South Africa and a 
v„ry popular richly fragrant spring 
flower. It flowers in many colours 
(white, cream, yellow, rosy-pink, 
salmon, lilac, blue and orange) and 
grows up to 25 cm. high, but falls 
down if not carefully staked. 
Freesias are perfect pot and balcony 
flowers. The little bulbs may remain' 
In the soil after the flowering season 
and will sprout and flower again for 
many years. They produce many 
bulblets which will also give flowers 
after a growing period of 2-3 years. 

Windflower (anemone). Called 
calanit in Hebrew. This Is one of the 
most valuable spring flowers, with 
tuberous roots or thickened 
rhizomes. It produces parsley-like 
bright green leaves and many 
flowers in brilliant colours of the 
most refined shades. This Israeli 
wild plant has been developed into 
cultivated forms and beautifies our 
flower beds and garden borders with 
a splendour of white, red. pink, blue, 
purple and orange. There are also 
some mixed coloured anemones and 
dwarf-sized ones, suitable for rock 
gardens as well as double flowers on 
long stems. 


MORE ON ESTATE DUTY 


have belonged to the deceased, for 
estate duty purposes. If, therefore, a 
father dies before his child, as is 
most usual, the Joint banking ac- 
count will be deemed to have belong- 
ed wholly to the father. If, however, 
the child should die before the 
father, then unless the latter can 
prove that the money deposited in 
the account was deposited by him, 
only or mainly, the account will be 
deemed to belong to the child. If the 
child Is a minor, the father would 
have no difficulty in proving that he 
had deposited the money In the joint 
account. But if the child is an adult, 
this will prove more difficult. If the 
child is an adult and died as a result 
of military service — one of the dis- 
rressful realities of Israel — then 
no problem will arise with respect to 
estate duty, as the law exempts the 
estates of soldiers and border police 
from duty. 

In theory, surviving spouses 
should have no difficulty about 
withdr&wibg half of the sum 
deposited In a Joint banking account. 
But banks have been known to make 
difficulties over this. They are, 
however, not entitled to do so. 

On the other hand, if the surviving 
spouse should manage to withdraw 
the whole of a joint account, because

HILDE GONEN’S oils are baaed on 
colour, especially blue and green.

the bank Is unaware of tbe decease of 
the other spouse, that will not ex- 
empt him, or her. from the obliga- 
tion to include the deceased's half of 
the account in the return which must 
be submitted to tbe Director of 
Estate Duty. Incidentally, failure to 
make such a return carries a penalty 
of IL1.000 fine, while making a false 
return can earn the defaulter six 
months in prison, or a fine of IL5.000 
or both. A word of warning: these un- 
realistic fines are about to be 
drastically increased under an 
amendment to the law being drafted. 

If the deceased has a safe which 
was registered in his name, or joint- 
ly with some other person, then It 
cannot be opened after his death 
save in the presence of a represen- 
tative of the Director of State Duty, 
or with his written authorization. 
Anyone who infringes this provision 
is liable to a fine of EL20.000. 

THE PROPERTY of anyone who 
was permanently resident In Israel 
at the time of his death, wherever it 
may be situated, is deemed to belong 
to his estate for duty purposes. But if 
an Israeli resident has property out- 
side of Israel, which cannot be law- 
fully transferred from the country 
where it is situated, then it will not 
be deemed to constitute part of his 
estate after his death, at least until 
such time as the restriction or 
prohibition against its transfer is 
removed. 1/ the property is taxed in 
the country where it is situated, it 
will not be taxed again in Israel, as 


long as there Is a reciprocal arrange- 
ment between the two countries las 
there is between the U.S. and 
Israel i . If there is no such arrange- 
ment. the deceased’s estate will 
receive some credit for the estate 
duty paid on his property in the 
foreign state. A credit will also be 
granted if the deceased paid estate 
duty on property which he inherited 
within seven years prior to his death. 

In the case of a non-permanent 
resident of Israel, estate duty would 
be payable only on the property he 
leaves in Israel. But if he bequeathes 
all. or part of his Israeli estate to a 
foreign charitable or public institu- 
tion. the bequest will be exempt from 
estate duty on condition that there is 
a reciprocal arrangement between 
Israel and the foreign country con- 
cerned. 

If an immigrant to Israel left 
behind property in his country of 
origin, this property would not be 
deemed to be part of his estate after 
his death, if he dies within the period 
(ten years) during which he is still 
entitled to hold money abroad. On 
the other hand, anyone who brings 
foreign currency legally into Israel 
and invests it here, will have the 
satisfaction of knowing that his heirs 
will not have to pay estate duty on 
this Investment, os long as they can 
prove it was acquired with the legal- 
ly imported currency. So save all 
those foreign currency deposit slips 
in a safe place, if you want to save 
your heirs estate duty.

Finally, a word on procedure.' 
After someone has died, the heirs' 
must apply to the local Estate Duty 
Office for a certificate confirming 
that they have submitted a state- 
ment of the deceased’s property to 
the Director of Estate Duty. This 
certificate can be obtained within a 
week of submitting the application. 
Then the certificate must be append- 
ed to an application for a succession 
order, or probate of a will. If there is 
one. If this application Is made to a 
rabbinical court, the succession 
order, or probate order, can . be ob- 
tained almost immediately and 
without the need for legal assistance, 
i But do not forget that In the case of 
a trill, there is no point In applying to 
the rabbinical court If the witnesses 
arc not both males.) 

Even if it lakes longer to get the 
succession order, the delay will not 
prevent the heirs from collecting up 
to IL40.000 from the estate. If they 
need money for the benefit of the 
deceased's spouse and children.

Scandinavian modem 


ELISABETH KLEIN, plane (Babin 
Acad em y Hull. Janaakm-Bmnlm *). 
Antonio Bibalo (born Uti, Norway} : 
Santa No. S **1* aotto"; Axel Binp-

(1965), and “Rendezvous” (1968) 
merely repeated cliches of post- 
serlalism ad nauseam. This does not 
detract from Ms. Klein's serious and 
devoted attitude nor her Impressive 
command of her Instrument. 

George Crumb’s 1 ‘M&krokosmos ’ ’ 
(an obvious compliment to Bartok) 
used a slightly “prepared piano" 
with paper inserted inside the 
mechanism of the piano, the use of 
glasses on strings, gilssandi 
scratching the strings either with 
fingernails or a soft brush used nor- 
mally with side-drums, humming, 
singing, whistling, intriguing pedal 
effects (explored first tay Robert 
Schumann) — everything but play- 
ing the keyboard in a “normal" 
manner! Miss Klein did not apply 
the amplification prescribed by the 
composer and complained that the 
sustaining pedal did not work 
properly. Nevertheless she succeed- 
ed in a convincing performance (aid- 
ed by explanations) of this original 
composition. The evening was 
stimulating and an Interesting 
meeting with a Danish pianist. 


H Is treatment of the harpsichord 
in old music as well as the rather In- 
consequential piece by Yugoslav 
composer Malec was attractive and 
lively; ' in Schoenberg's 
"KJavieratuccke," he infused many 
shades of tone and dynamic 
gradations, making these pieces in- 
teresting even to someone un- 
familiar with this composer's style. 

Michael Schopper'a warm and 
flexible baritone served him very 
well in a string of old period songs. 
As the narrator for Byron's “Ode to 
Napoleon," he was forceful, and he 
had fine support from Berman at the 
p ian o and from the New Israel String 
Quartet, who drew out from 
Schoenberg's musical setting all the 
drama and tenson inherent in the 
score. Laurentzlufi StrehJ perfor- 
ming on the viola da gamba played 
the beautiful old music in clean and 
strong renditions. 

Fousseur's “Madrigal for Four 
Ancient Instruments" served as a 
contrast to that beautiful old music 
but did not do much more. As 
rendered this evening, with a 
modem silver flute and a violin Join- 
ing the harpsichord and the viola da 
gamba, it only proved that 20th cen- 
tury compositions are sometimes 
rather wearisome.

BORIS BERMAN is not only the ex- 
cellent accompanist and soloist, but 
also the producer of this series which 
is full of contrasts, Berman oIbo is 
the erudite editor of the full an- 
notations providing useful and in- 
teresting explanatory material. 


THIS IS the first time that Ole 
Schmidt, Danish conductor and com- 
poser, has been to Israel. A great ad- 
mirer of Sibelius, he introduced one 
of this composer’s lesser known 
works as an overture to the concert. 
The Romance is a very short com- 
position, lyric in character, but 
grave and individual in style and 
treatment of thematic material. 
Because of its brevity and special en- 
ding (to quote M. Schmidt — 
Sibelius' way of expressing the feel- 
ing of eternity) It took the audience 
some time to break into applause. 

The "Haffner” symphony was 
given a fresh and polished perfor- 
mance, although the strings were 
sometimes too loud for the wind sec- 
tion. 

Ole Schmidt is a resourceful con- 
ductor, and he achieved a maximum 
of understanding with the orchestra. 
The impeccable performance of 
Bizet’s agreeable work, conveyed an 
atmosphere of serious and 
stimulating music making.

, What Is the base for calculating 
the 70 — or lower — per cent figure 
paid to a retired worker? At present, 
the base is defined as “wages", or 
basic salary phis cost-of-living incre- 
ment. 

The calculating mechanics are 
rather simple. The last 36 monthly 
“wage” figures earned by the 
worker- are added up and the 
average Is the base on which the pen- 
sion payment percentage is reckon- 
ed. 

Naturally, this leads to a very ob- 
vious abuse: what better way is 
there for an employer to reward a 
loyal, veteran worker than by 
presenting him with a hefty promo- 
tion and grandiose pay hike even for 
a few months before retirement? 
For e xa m ple, even if the man had 
earned approximately IL3.600 per 
month for most of the last three 
years before retirement, how nice it 
would be if his final six or 12 monthly 
wages were, say, Increased to 
IL5.000? 

According to Vllan, this abuse Is 
all too common. “It's happening 
every day and do you know who suf- 
fers? We, the pension plana." 

But the Histadrut’s pension reform 
team would like to see the pension 
calculating base changed few other 
reasons too. Bays Vilan: “As you 
may readily understand, Israel’s 
wage system Is so badly mottled by 
'extras’ that I myself have already 
compiled a list of 148 such types of 
bonuses. And I probably have left 
several unlisted. 

“I refer to such phantom -wage 
components as professional 
literature allowances for semi- 
literate people, to clothing 
allowances for publishing company 
typists, and to the so-called 'shame 
bonus' paid to income tax assess- 
ment workers because they must 
face hostile neighbours.” 

To be honest — says Vilan along 
with Us pension reform team — 
these wage extras should be Included

when calculating not only retirement 
payments, but also workers’ con- 
tributions to the funds. 

In fact, a formal demand along 
these lines has already been made 
by Uriel Abraham owl cz, chief of the 
IHlstadrut Trade Unions Division. 
In a letter to the Civil Service Com- 


mission, Abraham owicz asks for In- 
clusion (In pension reckoning) of 
such items as nonns-and-pre mi u mw 
bonuses, vacation pay, "ISth month 
salaries.” so-called "universal" or 
"global" overtime pay and other In- 
formal wage elements. 

According to Abraham owicz, since 


the recent income tax reform 
recognizes all these extras as fully 
taxable Items, so should they also be 
recognized as legal pension inclusion 
factors. 

The opening blast cornea In a de- 
mand to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, which, as stated above, picks 
up the entire pension contribution 
faih for its workers. If the Hlstadrut 
wins this demand, next In line will be 
the "public sector” employers, and 
after them, private employers. 

The economic ramifications of 
such a change are overwhelming. Of 
course, more money will be paid to 
retirees. But the added coot factor 
In the employers’ labour outlay 
could affect pricing policy and 
automatically teed the Inflationary 
fires. 

This Is so because of the btdlt-in 
leverage in Israeli pension payments 
to retired workers: In addition to the 
pension payout set at retirement, 
cost-of-living Indexing keeps 
boosting that payout. But that’s not 
all. 

In Israel, if the Job the retiree held 
at retirement la upgraded, that pay 
differential is automatically added 
to his retirement payments. Thus, 
when the Israeli "pay ladders" have 
rungs added to them during rough 
labour-management bargaining 
sessions, the results are not limited 

to the level of the next 12 or 24 pay 
cheques. The pension funds 'payouts, 
too, are effected. 

Meanwhile, some people high up in 
the Likud win probably soon be 
pushing for a state pension system. 
Such a plan was proposed by Toram 
Arldor, the Likud representative in 
the Hlstadrut who temporarily serv- 
ed as Minister of Labour until 
Yiarael Katz waa appointed. 

Arldor would like to see pension 
fund membership made complusory 
— something the Hlstadrut agrees 
with. ■ He also wants "comprehen- 
sive” pension rights for all salaried 
workers — another point with which 
the Hlstadrut heartily concurs. But, 
Arldor says, the compulsory pension 


system should be ad min istered by 
the National Insurance Institute. 
This the Hlstadrut finds bard to 
swallow. And no wonder. 

The fiflitadrnt’s pension funds now 
own about ILlMMisu In assets'. And. 
despite various bonuses the funds 
pay pensioners — over and above the 
cost-of-livlng and Last* job- grade 
pnfcajpw — current receipts from 
working members are running so far 
ahead of current disbursements to 
retirees, that not an agora of 
reserves ha* to be touched. 

According to an agreement with 
the Government reached several 
years ago. 92 per cent of the pension 
funds' moneys are Invested In 
government securities, licked 100 
per cent to the cost-of-living Index. 
The remaining eight per cent is used 
for such purposes as loans to fund 
members and special assistance 
projects. 

To show its appreciation to the 
Hlstadrut for Investing its pension 
fund millions in government 
securities, the Government, for itc 
part. Invests about half of the 
proceeds from the sale of these 
securities to the Hlstadrut — In 
business enterprises belonging to the 
Histadrut. 

This Interesting Investment tur- 
nabout Is handled by another 
Histadrut financial arm — "Gmul." 

It is clear, therefore, that with 
such a deal going, the Hlstadrut sees 
no reason to agree to the Arldor plan, 
which would probably wreck the 
Histadrut - s seven pension funds for 
so It Is feared.) 

The first to benefit from enact- 
ment of the Arldor pension bill would 
be the 150,000 or so salaried workers 
who are today covered by no pension 
plan whatsoever. The income they 
can look forward too, besides 
savings. Is the meagre National In- 
surance old-age benefits, pegged at 
18 per cent of the average national 
wage.

Shavit says industrialists 
‘bewildered 5 by the NEP

TEL AVIV. — The New Economic 
Policy came too fast, according to 
Avr&ham "Bum a” Shavit, president 
of the Manufacturers Association. 

At an emergency meeting of the 
Association's executive yesterday 
Shavit said, "We are frankly 
bewildered. We have lived and work- 
ed so long in a protected economic at- 
mosphere that we are incapable of 
grasping what freedom of enterprise 
means. In the past we knew bow 
much we had to pay for raw 
material, how much for transport, 
how much to charge for our exports, 
now everything is in a turmoil.” 

Despite the “feeling of uncertain- 
ty," Shavit believed that exports 
would he hurt badly, perhaps drop- 
ping off by about 3250m. next year. 

He castigated the government's 
policy of imposing -a tax on raw 
materials in stock (thereby picking 
up in taxes), and freezing 

credits for 90 days. 

Shavit believed that each industry 
wifi, have special problems under the 
New Economic Policy. Textiles 
would be hardest hit, t hen perhaps 
the petro-chemlcal industry. 

He didn't know if lowering the 
value of the pound to 16, 17, or 18 to 
the dollar would help them. 

Shavit waa sharply critical of 
"unknown Finance Ministry 
spokesmen” quoted in the press and 
over the air, who said the in- 
dustrialists had been "cheating and 
making profits’’ for years on the in- 
centives they received for exports 
and the cheap credit. 

"If we cheated them, they are fools 
for admitting It. And let them come 
forWard and prove their 
statements," he saJd. . advising “the* 
senior civil servants not to spit in the 
plate from which they ate. We are 
ea rni n g dollars for the State, not for 
them." 

Turning to the Histadrut-lnsplred 
strikes. ^3havit said "We in- 
dustrialtsta. like the workers, are in 
the same boat. We also are workers. 


We make our living by producing, not 
■ by speculation.” 

As for the statement of Yeruham 
Meshel. Secretary-General of the 
Histadrut, that "since everything In 
the country was being liberalized, 
the attitude of the workers should 
also be one of liberal demands for 
more pay,” Shavit said he was all for 
it. 

“But we employers also want a 
liberalized a pp roach to the workers 
— let us pay each worker what fie 
earns." 

Moshe Shamir, head of the Vishay 
plant, also took the unknown senior 
civil servants to task for "calling the 
Industrialists cheats. If we cheated, 
prove it and send us to jail, 
otherwise, take off your hats to us, 
for we bring in the income on which 
the State lives." 

He proposed that the government 
give toe industrialists a “breathing 
space" to adjust to the new system. 
The tax on raw materials should be 
abolished and incentives should be 
continued on those finished goods 
about to be shipped abroad; he said.

Non-specific civil 
servants want raise 

The Civil Service Commissioner. 
Dr. Avr&ham Friedman, will this 
week meet, at the request of toe 
Penance Minister, with the represen- 
tatives of toe 42,000 so-called "non- 
specific” government employees 
who are asking for salary compensa- 
tion. 

The representatives of these 
employees wrote Finance Minister 
Sim ha Ehrlich last week, asking for 
a pay rise, without going through the 
Civil Servants' Union. 

The non-specific employees ask for 
a wage hike of ILl.OOO a month only 
to update various fringe benefits and 
emoluments. In addition, they want 
compensation for the recent price in- 
creases.* Their representatives said 
that they will not be content with a 
ten per cent compensation. 


British tourist charters still in doubt

The director-general of the 
Transport Ministry, Ehud Shllo, on 
Friday fold the operations manager 
of Thompson, the British travel firm, 
Erich Reich, that it Is not at all cer- 
tain that the Government will grant 
Thompson a charter flight licence 
after May 1978. 

Shllo told the Thompson represen- 
tatives that if the company makes 
advance sales for next summer, it 
will do so at Its own risk. Such sales 
will not serve as an Instrument to 
pressure tfta authorities Into expan- 
ding the ^volume of charter flights to 
Iaraefhe said. 

Shllo added that the Government 
will examine the problem bf charter 
flights until the end of the year. It 
will then give the travel agencies a 
lefinitive 'answer so that they can 


plan their sales of holiday tours for 
next summer. 

The Transport Ministry director- 
general told The Jerusalem Post 
that the Introduction of charter 
flights Is still experimental. A firm 
policy will be laid down only after 
the uHnistry's economists together 
with their counterparts from In- 
dustry, Commerce and Tourism 
have examined the profitability of 
this type of tourism for the economy. 

At present, charter flights are per- 
mitted on the basis of a Government 
declslob of April 1976, which mainly 
confirmed the existing state of af- 
fairs and granted some additional 
licences.

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The Histadrut’s challenge 

QUADRENNIAL conventions ot mass organisations, such as 
that of the Histadrut whose 13th convention opens in Jerusalem 
tonight, are usually occasions for vapid blathering, with the real 
decisions having been cooked up behind the scenes before the 
opening gavel is swung. 

Still, it would be a pity if the present Hlstadrut convention 
allows itself to follow established practice. For this labour 
organization, one of the most remarkable products of the Jewish 
renascence in Eretz Yisrael, Is facing some of the gravest 
challenges in its history. ' 

Some facts are obvious enough. For the first time ever, the 
party which controls the Hlstadrut does not also control the 
government but is in opposition to it. In addition, close to 40 per 
cent of Hlstadrut members voted against continued Labour Par- 
ty control in the last Histadrut elections. But these are only 
symptoms of a deeper affliction that has stricken the Histadrut 
over the years. 

The Histadrut as an organization has lost its original vision, or 
permitted It to become hopelessly obscured behind the facade of 
dehumanized bureaucracy. As a result it has failed to maintain 
the devotion of many of its members and succeeded in driving 
many others Into cynical alienation. 

Since its founding in 1920, the Histadrut has stood for a con- 
cept of a democratic cooperative society, as opposed to the 
predatory capitalist and totalitarian communist systems that 
have come to dominate most modern societies. The Histadrut 
was to have been tbe mechanism for the realization of this idea 
of a cooperative commonwealth, and as such it became one of 
the most attractive aspects of Israel's Image abroad. Tbe truth 
is, however, that the steam went out of the mechanism 
sometime in the late 1950s. 

Many of the least edifying features of the tawdry, old-style 
capitalism that the Likud government seems to have embraced 
were actually the creation of Labour government finance 
ministers, and fliey were readily acquiesced in by short-sighted 
or weak-kneed Histadrut secretary-generals and their party- 
appointed apparatchiks. 

Thus the labour federation’s Tnuva, Hamashbir and con- 
sumer coops dominate marketing outlets, but they have never 
been mobilized to protect its membership — which constitutes a 
large majority of Israel's population — from the ravages of a 
half-market, half-feudal economy, f 
The nominally Histadrut controlled transport cooperatives 
have long been permitted to operate primarily for tbe financial 
benefit of their operators rather than for the convenience of the 
public — again, made up largely of Histadrut members. In Koor 
industries, the Histadrut boasts a range of well-administered 
enterprises that could in many respects serve as a model for the 
country. But there is little reason to believe that worker- 
management relations In Koor are better — let alone more 
democratic — than in any decently run capitalist firm. 

It would be the easiest course of the Histadrut leadership to 
devote the days of the convention to railing against tbe right- 
wing Government. To be sure, there Is certainly room for the 
Histadrut to organize itself to protect the Interests of its 
members in the face of the Government's new economic policy. 
But it would be extremely unwise of the Histadrut leadership to 
let it go at that. 

The Histadrut can prove either of two theses. One is that 
human organizations, like human beings, have a given life 
span ; that it is unreasonable to expect them to transmit the elan 
of the founders to succeeding generations; and that they must 
decline into eventual demise. 

The other thesis is that the life course an organization follows 
is closer to' that of an undulating curve, with generational ups 
and downs. If this view has the greater validity, it would cer- 
tainly seem to be time for a new generation of Hlstadrut 
members and leaders to start the upswing from the bottom of 
the curve. 

To have any meaning In the future, the labour federation 
should address itself at the present convention to restoring vi- 
sion to the Histadrut, and to restoring the Histadrut to its 
members.

In pre-Convention interviews with The 
Post’s MARK SEGAL, Histadrut Secretary 
General Yeruham Meshel attacks the 


Likud’s attempts to remould Israel’s 
economy. 



THE 13TH Histadrut Convention, 
which opens tonight at Jerusalem's 
Binyanei Ha’ooma, finds Secretory- 
General Yeruham Meshel in a 
fighting mood. The .usually soft- 
spoken trade union leader feels suf- 
ficiently pressed by the Likud 
Government to adopt the most stri- 
dent tones. 

The suspicions of- the Labour 
Movement, that the Likud's underly- 
ing philosophy Is still Inspired by 
Jaboiinsky’s call to "Smash the 
Hlstadrut," have surfaced. At the 
same time there has been an 
‘ abrasivte cry of "Bolshevism" from 
Premier Begin, and harsh criticism 
of organized labour from Finance 
Minister Ehrlich. 

In a way, Meshel and his Labour 
Alignment colleagues should be 
grateful to Begin for providing them 
with an issue around which they can 
rally. 

The convention itself promisee to 
be a tough political battle, with the 
Likud faction on the defensive 
following the government's new 
economic policy. Labour can now 
take Ideological Issue with the Likud, 
with Meshel arguing that the govern- 
ment "wants a country based on the 
dollar's worth, not on the value of the 
working man." 

"We are now waging a struggle 
over the very personality of Israeli 
society," Meshel says, warning that 
Begin ’a attack, combined with his 
bid to manage the news, might be a 
foretaste of things to come. 

Meshel had lost bis customary 
smile on the morning I saw him. He 
had woken to find threatening 
slogans painted on the building 
where he lives. 

The Histadrut chief was alarmed 
and shocked by the new economic 
policy, which he sees as a declara- 
tion of class-war by a government 
that only concerns Itself with the 
problems of the moneyed classes. 

"It has to be made quite clear," he 
said. "There cannot be freedom for 
speculators and money-changers 
and not for wage-earners. We will 
not agree to a situation where profits 
and prices soar untramelled, while 
only wages are under constraints 
and controls." 

Meshel stressed that the campaign 
against the government's policies is 
not politically Inspired. The fight Is 
for all wage-earners, irrespective of 
tbe party they voted far. He was glad 
at such expressions of unity as the 
Likud-controlled staff committee of 
the Dead Sea Works supporting the 
campaign, and the Likud and 
Democratic Movement for Change 
factions joining the rest of the 
Jerusalem Labour Council In 
fighting the new policy. 

"Overnight the rich got even 
richer, and we cannot accept the 
finance minister's advice that wage- 
earners should be patient and wait 
until things get better." he stressed. 
The Hlstadrut plans to adjust the 
automatic cost-of-iivlng allowance 
payment mechanism to the 
predicted Inflationary wave. 

The convention will discuss wage 
policies, and Meshel stressed they 
will not agree to "enter the trap” of a

two-yearly labour contract in view of 
the government’s measures, which 
he sees as stoking the fires of infla- 
tion. The unions will only agree to a 
one-year contract at most, he said. 
Meshel regretted that the govern- 
ment did not even consider his 
proposal for a six months’ 
moratorium on wages, prices, 
profits and taxes In order to keep In- 
flation under control. 

He had been eager to join forces 
with the government and the 
employers in joint consultations to 
formulate an Incomes policy, "but 
the finance minister only con- 
descends to talk with us after he has 
sprung all his surprises on the work- 
ing population. Naturally, we will go 
to see him and discuss things. We are 
not playing cat-and-mouse games.” 

The cry of Commerce Minister 
Yigal Burvitz for absolute freedom 
for the play of market forces is 
regarded by Meshel and his com- 
rades as giving licence for an all-out 
attack on working men's living stan- 
dards. Meshel also fears the govern- 
ment has taken on more than it can 
handle — for example, the increased 
VAT, which was not even properly 
collected from the shopkeepers when 
It was at a lower rate. 

Referring to Ehrlich's proposal to 
grant an amnesty to people with 
"black capital," Meshel expressed 
fears about creating a society in 
which prizes go to currency 
speculators and tax dodgers. 

"The government must know that 
any economic policy based mainly 
on hitting wage-earners just won't 
work," Meshel repeated. As leader 
of the Labour Federation it would be 
the easiest way out to tell the 
authorities, "Put up prices as much 
as you want." and then press for 
even higher wages. But he did not 
choose that way. which would be to 
the country’s detriment. 

Moreover, the working man's liv- 
ing standards could not be based on a 
permanent state of economic In- 
stability. Above all, as Secretary- 
General of the Histadrut. Meshel 
believes that organized labour can- 
not just cleave to bread-and-butter 
issues: "We have to look not only at 
our pay-checks but at what kind of a 
society we are going to leave behind 
for our children and grandchildren," 
he says with conviction. 

MESHEL IS aware of the fact that 28 
per cent of his electorate voted for 
the Likud. And this will undoubtedly 
be reflected In more contentious 
debates at the convention. But he is 
also aware, and proud of the fact, 
that under his leadership the Labour 
Alignment won 57 per cent of the 
Histadrut vote only a month after the 
Likud victory In the national poll. He 
speaks of "all of us having moved a 
long way in only five months, with 
the Likud faction endorsing the 
decisions criticizing government 
subsidy cuts at the recent Hlstadrut 
Executive session." He believes that 
as the anti-social character of 
government policies becomes 
clearer, more and more Likud 
representatives on Histadrut bodies 
will prefer to keep faith with their 


voters than to react automatically to 
party dictates. 

One of Yeruham ■ Meshel’s 
traumatic experiences during his 
early years In this country was when 
he was unemployed and joined a sit- 
down strike at Mayor Rokach'a of- 
fice at Tel Aviv Town Hall in Rehov 
Bialik. This memory fuels his ‘con- 
cern over the spread of un- 
employment and his personal in- 
terest In the jobless. The Hlstadrut 
leader is a trade unionist par ex- 
cellence, in contrast to such of his 
predecessors as the late Pinhas 
La von and Yitzhak Ben- Aharon, who 
exploited the Executive Committee 
as a platform for wider political am- 
bitions. He takes a personal interest 
In individual cases — for instance, 
the blind telephonist who was sacked 
by dal six months before she was 
due to go on pension. Meshel made It 
clear that he would not let the con- 
glomerate get away with it. 

He is more than willing to join 
forces to facilitate labour mobility 
through retraining men and women 
tor new trades, and he praises the at- 
titude of Labour and Social Better- 
ment Minister Israel Katz on this 
subject. “The right man In the right 
place, " he said warmly, and vent on 
to praise tbe director of the govern- 
ment employment service tor his 
humane approach to such matters. 

When discussing the problem of 
tax evasion and the lack of trained 
manpower in the Income tax depart- 
ment, Meshel waa ready to support a 
special arrangement whereby a 
special unit of top-flight auditors be 
taken on by the Treasury. They 
would all be engaged on a two-year 
contract (that is, at above average 
wages), and would seek out tbe get- 
rich-quick boys who dodge an taxes. . 

IN SUBSEQUENT and previous. in- . 
terviewa, Meshel' focused on the- 
Hiatadrut economic sector, to which 
he wishes to devote himself more ful- 
ly. He la aware of widespread rerser- • 
vatlons about the Hlstadrut ’s pre- 
sent role, its function in an in- 
flationary economy, and the ques- 
tion of whom these large enterprises 
are tor, the Hlstadrut members or 
their executives. 

The Secretary-General does not In- 
tend to allow management to decide 
on the retrenchment of workers 
without taking into account the 
broader social issues. In addition, he 
wonts every Hlstadrut member to 
get a discount In Hamashbir stores. 
He rejects out of hand. the refusal of 
Hamashbir Latzorkh&n general 
manager Shmuel Eyal to con- 
template such a scheme 
Meshel says that each Hlstadrut 
member will be able to buy discount 
coupons at Bonk Hapoallm, which 
will entitle him to reductions from 
the giant Histadrut retail network. 
He points out that Histadrut firms 
will have to do more to offer apodal 
advantages to members. 

At the same time, he is aware that 
even labour enterprises have to be 
profitable, and that if Shikun Ovdim 
sustains losses, there Is no-one to 1 
cover them. ‘ 

Meshel knows that the Likud 


wishes to break up the entire 
Hlstadrut structure, and he has no il- 
lusions about the coming struggle. 
That Is why he behaves that the 
labour enterprises must now focus 
an such notional alms as settling the 
Galilee, tor without an underlying 
philosophy they would: have no 
raison d'etre. • - 

In the face of concentrated 
criticism of the high-priced goods at 
the Hlstadrut Supermarket chain 
and Hamashbir Latzarkhan stores. 
Meshel wondered why he waa trader 
■ such constant ' pressure to open 
Histadrut supermarkets in new 
areas. He acknowledged the 
problem of tackling the middle- 
men's profit maTgin, and hoped that 
Tnttva'a plans for opening more 

hypermarkets would help to cut 

costs. 

Hl8 concrete proposal was to have 
the convention set up a fighting con- 
sumers' protection organization. 
Meshel described his efforts to faring 
the previous government together 
with Tnuva and tbe retail networks 
to tackle thin problem. He regretted 
that Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Rharan was not Interested in lower- 
ing distribution costs, and 
Commerce Minister Harvitz opposes- 
any interference in the market, 
mechanism. 

Aa for the prospect of natio nal i zin g 
Kupat Holim, Meshel says that even 
If all the differences of views were 
settled It would take at least 10 years 
to set up a national health service. 
The Histadrut would not agree to 
treating its members' health as a 
political pawn, he stressed. He warn- 
ed that present government policy 
was moving towards medical aid fear 
the wealthy. If the government 
sticks to Its stated Intention not to in- 
.crease its share in health services. ' 
..then the sick would have to pay IL9Q0 
“a day. for hospital., treatment. 
Meanwhile. Meshel has suggested to 
the Health Ministry that the 
Hlstadrut stop building clinics. 
These should be constructed by the 
government and rented to Kupat 
Holim, be says. 

TURNING TO his meetings with the 
younger leadership of the Manufac- 
turers' Association, Mabel pointed 
out that unlike their fathers, none of 
them were sett-mode. They had in- 
herited their factories. All of them 
were well educated young men, but 
they showed no signs of having a 
social conscience. In the U.S. and 
Sweden, employers were seeking 
ways of enhancing the quality of life 
of their employees at the factory 
level. But not here. 

Meshel commented sarcastically 
on "the pious talk about influencing 
people to leave the services tor in- 
dustry. It's an talk," he said. "I want 
a five-day working week for in- 
dustrial manpower. I know the 
employers oppose ft, and the Likud 
coalition has this demand in its 
agreement, but has done nothing to 
Implement it.

WHEN the 30-strong Kibbutz Move- 
ment Chamber Orchestra accepted 
the offer of a 23-day tour of Ger- 
many, many people had questioned 
the wisdom ot the venture.

Sir. — The Haifa Municipality has 
an efficient and well-staffed Building 
.Licensing and Inspection Depart- 
ment. It la, therefore, very disturb- 
ing to note that mistakes which 
have been recognised as such by the 
municipal authorities are being 
allowed by them to recur. Tbe victim 
now Is Freud Street in Ahuza. 

Until recently, a low house stood at 
number 12; it was flanked on either 
side by low bouses, allowing a pic- 
turesque view across a nature 
reserve towards the sea. This house 
has now been demolished and, on Its 
site, a contractor is feverishly 
building an edifice tor 24 families. 
This part of Freud Street is very 
narrow. We fail to see where cars', 
will park and where children will 
play, and fear that the noise that will 
Inevitably emanate from these 
apartments and resound around the 
wadi will seriously disturb the 
residents in the vicinity, Much is 
heard about the quality of life, but It 
seems that much more is done to 
destroy it. 

Another and more serious exam- 
ple of tbe flagrant violation of 
municipal laws. In our opinion by the 
Municipality itself, is the project 
known as Neot Nechama — two high- 
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rise buildings at 42 and 44’ Freud 
Street. Residents in the area have 
already protested against this 
aesthetic flaw and have appeared 
before the District Planning Com- 
mission. 

Finally, Freud Street Is to become 
an arterial road to Tel Aviv and it is 
the only road leading to the air strip. 
We feel that more, serious thought 
must be given to the planning of the 
area and that vested Interests should 
not be allowed to repeat "mistakes" 
that were made in other areas.
